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1.  STUDENT  ASSISTANTS: 

Those  camps  which  expect  to 
take  advantage  of  the  offer  of 
student  assistants  for  the  slimmer 
months  should  make  their  requests 
immediately.  At  an  early  date  we 
will  be  expected  to  submit  a list 
of  the  camps  to  which  students 
are  to  be  assigned,  to  the  Florida 
Emergency  Relief  Administration. 

It  is  hoped  that  most  of 
the  camps  will  take  advantage  of 
this  assistance.  One  of  these 
students  should  prove  to  be  very 
helpful  in  putting  out  your  camp 
paper,  assisting  in  the  athletic 
program  or  other  projects  on  which 
you  want  him  to  work. 

It  should  be  remembered  that 
you  are  not  obligated  to  give  the 
student  his  mess  while  in  camp; 
you  will  be  expected  to  furnish 
the  student  suitable  quarters.
